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Preface 
Summary of Early Education History in Perry County (IL) Prior to 1883 


Excerpt from the “1883 History of Randolph, Monroe, & Perry Counties, Illinois” 
by B. G. Roots 


The first schools were taught under contracts, signed by both teacher and patrons: 

“Articles of agreement drawn this 25 day of May, 1833, between Allen Parlier, of 
Washington County of Illinois, of the one part, and we, the undersigned, of said county and 
state of the part, witnesseth, that said Parliier, binds himself to teach a school of spelling, 
reading. writing, and the foregoing rules of arithmetic, for the term of three months, for $2 per 
scholar, per quarter: said Parlier, further binds himself to keep good order in said school, will 
teach five days in each week, ail due school hours, and will make up all lost time, except muster 
days, and will set up with twanty scholars, the subscribers to furnish a comfortable nouse, with 
all the conveniences appertaining thereup, the school to commence as quick as the house is 
fixed. N. B.—Wheat, pork, hogs, beeswax, tallow, deer skins, sool and young cattle, all of which 
will be taken at the market price, delivered at my house, at the expirations of said school day 
and date above written.

A description of a comfortable school-houss: is furnished by Messrs. Wm. M. Eaten 
and R. H. Eaton from their early school days. “Our school-house was18x20 feet, built of 
rounded logs, about 1833.The openings between the logs were closed with pieces of wood, split 
to the right thickness, and daubed with mud; this was called chinking. At one end was a 
fireplace, six feet wide for burning wood. The fireplace was made of split logs. which were 
partially defended from the fire by a big slate stone, and clay, The chimney was built of slats 
laid in mortar, made by mixing wet clay and straw. Cn each corner of the chimney at the top 
was laid a large ball, composed of this mortar. These balls answered both for ornaments and 
holding the pieces of the chimney in place. On the east side of the upper half of the fourth log, 
from the bottom, was cut out for 16 feet in length: the lower half of the log was cut in a similar 
manner, through this opening the light entered the building, except in cold and stormy weather. 
Above this opening was a long plank or board, suspended by leather hinges, which was lowered 
down, to close the opening in bad weather. When this opening was closed, some of the 
scholars saw their books by light that came through crevices in the walls, and others gathered 
about the fireplace and studied by light coming down the spacious chimney. Parallel with the 
lower edge of the opening in the wall, was placed a split log, which extended the whole length of 
the house, and was inserted into the space between the Iogs on each end. This half log was 
our writing desk. In seme school-houses a long plank, supported by long pins, driven into holes 
bored in the logs, took the place of the split lot for a writing desk. The seats were made of split 
logs. with holes bored into their lower side, into which pins, called bench legs, 
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8 to 20 inches long, were driven. The benches were placed near the walls, leaving the central 
part of the floor vacant. 

On this vacant space, classes stood to recite. There was no floor but the earth. This 
soon became smooth, so that walking around made little noise. Webster's spelling-book was the 
only textbook used by the brothers, and one book was considered sufficient for both of them. 

All that was taught in any of the schools was spelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic. After 
finishing the spelling book, they read as class books, the Testament, Life of Gen. Francis 
Marion, a Colulmbian orator. Most of the studying was aloud and was heard by anyone passing 
by. 

The paper on which pupils wrote, was not ruled when it was bought. To enable pupils to 
have it properly ruled, the teacher had a ruler, to which a lead pencil was attached by a string. 
Each scholar ruled his own paper, and many a rap on the head was given for ruling irregularly. 

Our pens were made of goose quills, and one important part of the teacher's 
qualifications, was their ability to make a good pen. We made our own ink by boiling brier roots, 
and adding a little copperas. The juice of pokeberries was used for ink, as was a solution of 
indigo, 

All the children of school age walked to school within a radius of three miles to attend, 
and the number of pupils was sevevteen in their school 

Spelling, reading, writing, anthmetic, and good manners and morals were all that was 
taught in most schools In some schools, geography was taught by singing. All the states and 
their capitals were wrought into a tune and sung. 

Corporal punishment was common. The teacher carned a long hazel switch in his hand, 
and when he saw ten or fifteen boys who sat on one long bench about to go to sleep or 
engaged in mischief, he tingled their bare feet and shins with his switch. When a boy was guilty 
of a flagrant violation of rules, he was called to the middle of the floor and received a number of 
lashes over his shoulders proportioned to his offence. The severest punishments were 
administered with the “ruler,” a piece of wood eighteen inches long one-half or three-fourths of 
an inch thick, and one and one-half inch wide. 

if there were some scholars whose parents could not afford to pay, it was common for an 
old proneer who had no children to send to school, to pay something to the teacher in order to 
have the school kept up. 

At the end of the term there was a spelling match between our school and the one 
nearest to us. It was attended by nearly all the men, women, and children in both districts. The 
match was decided before noon. Five bushels of apples were distnbuted among the children. 
The larger boys and the men present put in most of the remainder of the day in playing ball. 
Among the players was a M. G Maxwell, who weighed 250 pounds and several gray-haired men 

All the spelling was oral, no scholar having a slate until he was ready to “cypher.” It took 
several terms to reach this point. This is a fair specimen of the Perry County primary school 
from 1830 to 1840. 

To describe the interest which the early settlers felt in education is a couple of examples: 
one in which a chimney, made of sticks and sod, fell down near the close of the school. The 
teacher sent word by the children, to the men, to come and rebuild it. The next day, every man 
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in the district was there to help, and the chimney was completed, so that school was stopped 
but one day, and about 1841, the school-house on Eaton’s prairie was accidentaily burned. 
Another house was built on the same spot by the men in the district, without the expenditure of 
one cant of money, and the school was started again on the fourth day.” 

From 1840 to 1950 there was great improvement with schools, a large part of which was 
owing to improved school law. They continued to improve and will now compare favorably with 
the public schools in any part of the United States 

In 1839 B. G. Roots and his wife opened a boarding-school on their land where he also 
taught for more than thirty years. The purpose of this school was to offer everything which was 
required to obtain a first grade teacher's certificate, and several other branches were taught. B. 
G. Roots also conducted an Institute for one month in August, Starting in 1870, the special work 
of which is to drill teachers 

The Hon. Philip C. C. Provart began teaching in 1839 for six years. In 1842 Nelson Holt 
and his wife commenced teaching up to Mar. 1851. Miss A. F. Holt commenced teaching in 
1860 and is still teaching. Samuel Eaton commenced teaching in the common school in 1842, 
and taught until 1857,

McMillin. 

Du Quoin Female Seminary was located in Old Du Quoin. It was an important factor in 
improving the public schools. An eastern teacher, Miss Paine, of South Hadley, Mass, sent out 
by an Educational Society in answer to an application for a teacher for this locality. She 
commenced her teaching in the District School-House in June 1852. A second teacher, Miss 
Reynolds, from Connecticut, opened a private school which became the Seminary, after a 
charter had been obtained from the Legislature and a Board of Trustees appointed, The 
comer-stone of this excellent Seminary building was laid June 13, 1855. The purpose of the 
school was “to train teachers in the field.” Teachers’ diplomas were given to those that became 
proficient in the branches required by the school law of this State (IL), The early teachers, as 
copied from a catalogue, were miss E. Paine, Miss Jane Hunt, Miss J. J, Moulton, 
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Mrs. E. R. Saunders, Miss H. L. Plimpton, Miss Lizzie A. Dole, Miss Hattie Paine. The seminary 
passed into private hands in 1872. 


First Schools in County Precincts: (Prairie Map follows article): 

Pinckneyville 1831— the ist school in this precinct was in a log school house near the 
West side of Four Mile Prairie, at $2.50 per scholar for six months.; 1832--Eliza Smith from 
Kentucky taught in a small log-school house near Thomas Armstrong's property. June 3, 
1833--The sheriff leased the Court-house for school purposes at fifty cents a month, to be paid 
by the teacher, or by the subscribers to the School Article. 

Paradise. The first school in this precinct was taught in 1830 by John S, Haggard. A 
man named Hagaman taught in another part of the precinct at the same time No building was 
erected for school purposes previous to 1838. Up to this time schools were taught in the house 
of the teacher, or in some deserted cabin. The first teacher in the new school-house was R. P. 
Paramore, Obadiah West was also an early teacher in this precinct. 

Du Quoin: The first school in this precinct was taught by Abraham Brayshaw, about 
1830, in the west part of Nine Mile Prairie. The first school-house was erected about three and 
a half miles south of where Du Quoin is, and a Mr. Benekio was the first who taught in it. 

Tamaroa: The Bland school-house, about five miles northeast from Tamaroa, was 
erected in 1832 or ‘33, and named after “Grandfather ” Bland. First teacher was Jacob Walker, 
and the second teacher was “Granddaddy” Johnson, who taught in 1834. 

Cutler. The first school was taught in Lost Prairie, by Miss E. Tilden. The first 
school-house was erected in 1835 in the same prairie. John Cooper taught in it during the 
summer of 1835 About the same date school was taught for a short time in Conant's Prairie, 
but it could not be kept up. 

Grand Cote: The first schoo! was taught in a little cabin. The next school was taught by 
John Fulton, in his kitchen in 1835 or “36. 

Beaucoup: The chikiren who resided west of Hulching's Prairie at first attended “Big 
Rock" school-house in Washington County. Those who lived east of this prairie, attended 
school in Mud Prairie. The first school-house was erected on Edward Hodge's place, the 
second on the Truster place in 1850. 

Southwestem: Robert Clark taught the first school in 1825 in a little log school-house, 
erected the same year. Books were also much the same. In some schools, the American 
Preceplor, Columbian Orator and Pike’s Anthmetic were also used.”

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Earliest Schools in Perry County 
In 1943 there were 75 elementary schools numbered 2 to 80 with numbers 73, 77,78, and 79 omitted and by 


1965 all of the one room schools had been absorbed into consolidated districts. 
The first school in Perry County was in 1825 near Denmark and taught by Robert Clark. 


In 1827 Frederick Williams came to Tamaroa from Kentucky and bought one and a half section of land and 
donated land and timber for a school and a cemetery. 


John S. Haggard taught at Paradise Prairie in 1830 and schoolhouse was built in 1833. 


Abraham Brayshaw taught a private school in 1833. Also in 1833 a school was built on the western part of 
Nine Mile Prairie three and a half miles south of Du Quoin, Mr. Beneldo taught. 


The first school in Swanwick in 1834 was a log cabin. In 1935 John Fulton taught school in his kitchen near 
Swanwick. 


Miss Elvira Tilden taught school in Cutler in 1827 or 1828. It was a neighborhood school and charged $2.00 
tuition. 


Bland School in 1835 was the first school in Tamaroa Precinct about 4 to 5 miles north of Tamaroa.

My Memories of Going to a One-Room School 


Trudy (Gertrude Kelley) Rabe, Du Quoin High School Class of 1948 


My two older sisters and I walked to the one-room Arthur school, that was out east of Du Quoin, Illinois in the 
1930s. It was about a mile and a quarter, each way. Along the way we were joined by some neighbor kids. I 
remember the names of Richardson, Kunkel and Teel. I remember the teachers; Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Gussy 
Rodgers. We made that daily walk in pretty weather or rain, sleet or snow. We went to school every day. We 
walked through the farmers' fields by climbing through the fences. It was a short cut. We took our lunch and I 
had a tin cup to use for drinking water from the well. There was no indoor bathroom. There was an outhouse for 
the girls and one for the boys. All eight grades were all together in the same room. My father moved us to town 
in Du Quoin so that my oldest sister could go to High School. There were no school buses in those days.

Beaucoup School Holds Strong Memories for Former Students 
by Christy Goldman 


Students of the former Beaucoup School enjoy fond memories of their days at the school. There is no known 
formal record of the school’s existence located in Diamond Town (Pinckneyville), but the school was opened 
sometime in the 1880’s or 1890’s and was closed in 1962. 

The school consisted of two classrooms. The “little room” was used for children in grades 1, 2, 3, and 4 
and the “big room” was used for children in grade 5, 6, 7, and 8. Several former students remember that there 
was usually about 100 children enrolled in the school each year. With one teacher per room, this means the 
teachers were each responsible for teaching approximately 50 students, in four different grades. 

Some of the teachers who taught at Beaucoup School include: Esthere Cross, Elizabeth (Cunningham) 
Heisner, Loa Runion, Alda Quillman, Virgil Davis Edna Norton Marjorie Campbell, Tommy Torrens, Betty 
Taylor, Verna Lewis, Florence Martin, Charles Neville, Mary Rusiewski, George Pullis, and Pernie Hensley. 

Beaucoup School Continued 

“Someone should do a tribute to those teachers. With very little equipment and sometimes sharing books, 
they taught us to read and write and most of all how to behave. We were taught to respect others and their 
property, to value our country, and its leader. We were taught to ask questions and to make judgments slowly 
and carefully,” said Geraldine (Wright) Bardle. 

There were no buses to pick them up and take them to school, so they walked every day. The older boys 
would hitch a ride on the trains that go past the school. 

After World War II, the train stopped on the railroad tracks across from the school. The train had soldiers 
coming home from the war. The teachers had the students go outside, line up, salute them, and wave at those left 
on the train when it started back up and left. 
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The toilets were located in an outhouse approximately 150 feet from the school. There was a red and 
green cardboard scoreboard in the classrooms. When it was red, that meant someone from that class had gone 
outside. That allowed the teachers to keep better track of the students. 

Geraldine Bardle said, “I remember the innocence and trust we all had at that time. I remember each 
morning a prayer was part of the opening, as well as the pledge, and not one of us thought we were “infringed 
upon” because we said it together.” 

Jimmy Chapman and Charles Ray Folden remember that Duke Skurtz was the janitor at the school in the 
early morn. “He was late receiving pay so he locked the door that morning so that the children and teachers could 
not get in. That was the first strike we experienced at Beaucoup School.” 

They had pie suppers, box socials, and sold flowers and vegetable seeds to raise money for ball gloves, 
bats, and anything else they might need. 

There was a swing set on the playground that had three swings and a teeter-totter. This was used by the 
little kids. 

There were also two basketball goals set regulation distance apart and a ball diamond. The boys loved to 
play ball when the weather was nice. 

The older youngsters made up their own fun. They would run up and down the big hail behind the school, 
play crick-the-whip, red rover-red rover, jumped rope. And played marbles. 

During nice weather, the kids would roll down the hill. When there was snow on the ground, the kids 
brought sleds of all shapes and sizes to school so they could sled down the hill. 

The boys’ basketball team would play against other country schools. Nancy Rushing and Pat Reidelberger 
elected themselves “cheerleaders.” Pat still remembers one of their finest cheers: 

Little red rooster, 
Sittin on a fence, 
Crows for Beaucoup, 
He’s got sense. 

Go Team Go! 


They played a lot of softball. Occasionally, they play against other schools, including Winkle, Cutler, and 
Swanwick. Some former students remember how Charles Neville would fill his car full of ball player and some 
of the boys would ride on the finder to their games. 

At Christmas time and in the spring, the children would put on a musical and their parents and friends 
would come to watch. They would hang a curtain, suspended by wire, along the front of the “big room” that 
would open and close. 

Tom Bardle, a member of the Pinckneyville Fire Department submitted the following: “On January 30, 
1931, the Beaucoup School, located west of the city, was the site of a three-hour fire.

During this blaze, two thousand gallons of chemicals and water were used and four hundred feet of hose 
laid out to extinguish this blaze. The fire resulted in $1,500 in damage to the structure. The value of the property 
saved was determined to $6,500. While fighting the blaze, Charles Matthews slipped from the icy roof and broke 
his arm.” 

Geraldine Bardle wrote, “When asked to share a special memory, I couldn’t think. What could I say, it 
was blessing to go to a small rural school where everyone knew each other and their families, where everyone 
knew when there was an illness, death, or lose of a job and pitched in to help. In a time when no one thought 
about peer pressure or keeping up with appearances. I believe my thought would be: I wish this kind of simple 
life would be available to my grandchild.” 

“T feel fortunate to have attended Beaucoup School,” said Mary Ann Fox, “there were such caring and 
thoughtful students, teachers, and parents. Some of my best friends today came from this school. There was a 
great bonding there. It is a good memory to have.” 

The school and ground were auctioned off in 1962 and was purchased by Roy and Marcella Terry. They 
later sold it to Fisher Automotive. Some previous students recalled That Dr. Gene Stotlar, Wilson Roe and Hugh 
Richardt were on the school board when it was closed and sold.

As best we can figure out, 


Bigham School was organized 


in the 1800s. It was in the 
Bigham district. 

Middleton M. Bigham and 
his wife, Rebecca Jane, came 
to Perry County in 1850.

BLAND SCHOOL 


Tamaroa Precinct. — The Bland schoolhouse about five miles northeast from Tamaroa, was erected in 
1832 or 33, and named after “Grandfather” Bland. First teacher was Jacob Walker, and the second teacher was 
“Granddaddy” Johnson, who taught in 1834. 


J. B roots, Tri-county history book 1883 


Alexander Lane attended Bland School northeast of Tamaroa. He was born in slavery in Mississippi before the 
Civil War. His mother sent him north with a Union Army Colonel with the understanding he would receive an 
education. He graduated from Southern Illinois Normal University, now SIUC. He was the first principal of 
Carbondale’s Attucks School. Later he moved to Chicago and studied medicine at Rush Medical School 


becoming a physician. Lane served in the Illinois House of Representative in 1906. He died in 1911 and is buried 
in Carbondale.

School Days 
I started to school when I was just past five. But I guess I knew as much as most first graders because I always 
sat on Etta Mae’s lap and begged her to teach me. The teacher boarded with us that year and one event stands 
out clearly. One day in the fall or winter a big snow fell. My sister, the teacher and I were the only ones at 
school that day. We went through our regular classes all day just as though all of the pupils were there with us. 
It snowed and snowed all day and didn’t quit. 
Our teachers taught the alphabet first in those days, then came little three words such as cat, rat, dog, etc. Then 
she would put short sentences on the black board such as “The cat got the rat” or “The dog jumped over a log”. 
Then we would copy these sentences on one side of our slate. On the other side of the slate we would copy 
these sentences on one side of our slate. On the other side of the slate we would copy down o9ur number lesson 
from the blackboard. Then the teacher would gather up all the slates and grade them. 
Reading was my favorite subject. I was soon in the second McGuffey’s reader. One of the stories that I 
remember was about Ralph Wick, a mean boy who teased his sister and burned her doll. How I cried about that 
doll. Another story was about the little girl that fought off the wolves with a wooden spoon. And the poem that I 
liked best was about the white kitty.

In the barn he used to frolic.

In those days whenever you could keep up with a group, that was the grade you were in. So I skipped the third 
reader in the following way. Pa was school director and brought home the bos of new books in the summer 
before school started in the fall. These books were stored at the foot of my mother’s bed. But whenever I could, 
I would slip away from work and read in the third reader. J had almost finished this reader when my sister, 
Emmy, discovered my secret. She slapped my legs so hard that I thought I was killed. At any rate, I was cured 
for that time; but not before I had completed the third reader on my own. So when school started my teacher 
saw that I would have no studying to do, so she advanced me to the fourth reader. 

The old Carr school building was a one room affair and was heated by a big, old box stove of heavy cast iron. 
The wood was prepared for this stoved by men hired to cut and cord it between two tress. This wood was 
brought in and stacked inside the school near the stove where the children had to constantly walk around it. 
Before school started in the fall, the school directors would clean the building thoroughly; but thereafter it was 
up to the teacher to keep it clean. Sometimes she would hire a boy for a dollar a week to sweep and carry 
wood.; but the dirt and dried mud would often be so bad that she had to sprinkle the floor with water to lau the 
dust while she tried to sweep. 

There were not colored paper nor crayons work to decorate the walls. But colored shmac leaves were brought in 
and were used to cover cardboard letters. I can still see the way the words “Welcome” and “Merry Christmas” 
looked as they were pasted on the walls. At Christmas time we brought in a Christmas tree and decorated it with 
popcorn, colored paper chains, and candy treats. 

When our teacher passed back our slated, we erased them by spitting on them, we busily swiped away with our 
sleeves until the slate was clean. But Anne Rice and I were too nice to do this. We carried a little bottle of soapy 
water made by shaving up a little toilet soap; and with a cloth we would spend a lot of time cleaning our slates 
until the teacher would notice that we weren’t busy. If the pupils were adding up their lesson in Arithmetic such 
as 4+4=8, we would peck four times, ten four more times, then count the pecks. It was really interesting to hear 
a room full of kids pecking away at their slates. 

The only paper that we had to use for our schoolwork was the white foolscap that we used for examinations. It 
had a red line down one side for a margin. The first tablet and pencil that I had was about the time I quit school 
in the eighth grade. I kept this tablet with my lessons in it for a long time.

The teacher always reported our grades to the parents on a card somewhat larger than a post card. Grades were 
“Satisfactory”, “Good”, and “Poor”. These cards came out once a month and everyone tried for good grades. 
My poorest subjects were Arithmetic and History. 


On Fridays after the last recess we often had ciphering and spelling matches. The teacher would line the whole 
school up in front of the room with the top class at one end. As we missed words we were passed up by those 
who could spell them. One day I was near the foot of the line when a word came all the way down the line until 
it got to me. I spelled the word and passes to the had of the class much to the surprised of the big kids at the 
head of the line. Andrew Rice was so tall as he stood at the head of the line so surprised at me that his face got 
red as fire. He was so smart that he never missed a word ad if he made the slightest mistake of any kind, his red 
face always gave away his embarrassment. I think the word that I spelled was “niece”. I didn’t care much for 
ciphering matches; but many pupils did who liked to cipher and wok problems. The teacher would test them 
with problems as hard as she thought these pupils were equal to. 


When we were in the fourth or fifth grade, our Geography text was a map of the United States. This saved our 
parents a lot of money since this was one schoolbook that they would not have to buy. We put in a lot of time 
learning the states and capitals, the principal cities, rivers, etc. we weren’t as strictly graded as children are 
today. I took Reading, language, physiology and spelling with the older kids, but had to be with the “B” 
Arithmetic class until I got to the eight grades. I don’t know whether I could have graduated or not because that 
winter circumstances at home cause me to quit school.

It was around 1938, I was 12 and my younger sister Delores was six. Each day regardless of weather we 
made to trip to Cudgetown School about two miles away from our farmhouse. It was too for two young girls to 
walk so our dad provided us the finest transportation available to two country girls, a pony we named Bally. 

024 ext to the schoolhouse our day built a little barn to house the pony while we were learning our lessons. At 
one time there were four students’ ponies housed in the schoolhouse barn. 

One particular winter day it was bitterly cold. We bundled up and our dad loaded us onto Bally. He 
wrapped a blanket around us and off we went to school. We got closer to the schoolhouse and were very happy 
to see the smoke rising from the chimney. The teacher and her assistant had arrived early and gotten the fire 
started so the classroom would be warm for the students. 018laintenance was part of the teacher’s job, main 
the fire, bring in the wood, carry out the ashes, and sweep the classroom. 

When I went to climb down from Bally, I found I was literally frozen to the pony. The teacher’s friend 
had to unstick me and helped me and Delores down. We hurried inside to gather around the pot belly stove to 
warm up. The teacher’s assistant put Bally in the barn. Like many winter days, we learned our lessons and our 
teacher taught us as we sat in a circle around that warm stove. 

Winter gave way to spring. I’m sure we rode to school in many rainstorms just as we rode to school in 
snow and cold. Bally was a pacer horse, riding him was like sitting in a rocking chair. One day we had a 
mishap. A man came out to the road and startled the pony. He reared up sideways and dumped his young 
passengers to the ground. I saw a hoof come down straight toward my face but luck was with us and Bally 
missed my face. The man felt terrible, he didn’t mean to frighten the pony. Once he dumped us to the ground 
Bally had stopped a few feet away. Any other pony would of have run off but he was standing there and the 
man helped us back onto the pony and we continued on to school. 

I graduated high school in 1944 and entered SIU in the summer. My first job was teaching at the 
Cudgetown one room schoolhouse. I taught for four years. I remember the 
students being very nice and always polite. Those were the days, if you got into trouble at school your were in 
twice as much trouble when you got home. Parents, friends and neighbors were always very supportive of the 
little school. They were always eager to help if we needed anything. Ball had been long since retired and I 
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drove my car to the schoolhouse. One neighbor hauled a load of rock to make a parking spot for my car. 
Another parent chopped and stacked firewood. Lots of support from the little community. 

In addition to the children’s studies the school sponsored lots of activities. Christmas plays and pie 
suppers always very popular. The girls would bake their pies, the apple, the pecan, the raisin and they would put 
the pies in pretty boxes they’d decorated. Each box would be tied with a ribbon and sold to the highest bidder. 
The highest bidder got to sit and eat pie with the girl who baked the pie. All money collected to buy sports and 
playground equipment for the school. 

One of my vivid memories of the one room school was the day the children and I looked up from lesson 
and smoke coming from house. An ember from that morning’s breakfast cooked on the old wood stove had 
caught roof on fire. It certainly paid to live close to the school that day. The children and I ran to the pump and 
got water and helped put out the fire. I was kept busing cleaning the schoolhouse, very dusty after the fire. 

Time passed and I met and married my husband. We lived close to the school and I continued to teach 
for two years until we took jobs at the packing plant in Du Quoin and bought a house near there. With the new 
chapter in my life, that ended my days of teaching at the little one room schoolhouse in Cudgetown.

Cudgetown School was located northwest of Du Quoin about 5 miles. It was one room with a few double desks 
for bigger students. I was in S™ grade. My teacher, Mary Timpner for 2 years, she married William Greer and 
moved away. The next teacher Shirley Milner (male) taught for 1 year, then John Glen until I graduated. The 
year 1938 we didn’t have a graduation ceremony because of scarlet fever around and people were quarantined. 
In 1936 when my sister graduated the teacher took all of us to the woods to pick wildflowers for the decorations 
at the church, which was across the road from the school. She also made corsages for the girls to wear. In 1939 
my brother and I both had scarlet fever. 

After my sister graduated I walked mile and half by myself, about *% of this was through a woods. I saw 
many small animals, foxes were around a lot. At the time I was very afraid of them. There was also a slope 
mine close to Cudgetown Cemetery which was owned by brothers named Burnett lived on Route 14. Close by 
was a creed which in a heavy rain would flood the road past the mine. A friend, Genevieve (Jones) Jakle and I 
rode a western pony through the water, sometimes the pony had to swim it was so deep.

History of DeVinney School 
On November 18, 1840 land Perry County, Section 32 was deeded to Moses Braden. This is he first record 
where it was deeded from the government to an individual. This plot of land was sold to James and Mary J. 
DeVinney in 1842. On January 6, 1866 a plot of land (just under an acre) was deeded to the trustees of school 
district #3 for the amount of $10. This was deeded to the school district from Janes and Mary J. DeVinney. 
Sometime later the district became #66. As far as I know only one school building was ever built; the one I 
attended. It consisted of one large with two coat room of the entry, windows all across the south to give lots of 
light, there were fewer windows on the north to help keep out the cold north wind. Pupil’s desks faced the west 
making the south light come over your left shoulder. In days before electricity this was important. Additional 
ground was bought and the schoolground was enlarged giving room for a ball diamond. 


School was held at DeVinney continuously through the 1949-50 school year. In 1950 seven rural schools were 
consolidated to from Community Consolidated #205 Lost Prairie School that was built on the north side of State 
Route 154 about a mile east of the intersection with route #150. The schools that consolidated to form 
Community Consolidate School #205 were: Buersachs, Kraft, North Six Mile, DeVinney, Richmond, 
Jamestown, and Lost Prairie Schools.

Ebenezer School was a two room L-shaped building. I was in the first, second, third, and fourth grades until 
October 1933 when we moved. 


My teacher was Elizabeth Corden for first and second grades, she married and Edith Stevens York taught third 
and fourth but I don’t know how long she taught at Ebenezer. We had a pump outside for water and had our 
own cup for drinking. For our lunch we had a dinner bucket, lard bucket, or a paper sack to take to school. 
There two outdoor toilets, one for girls and one for boys.

Pie Suppers 
by 
Flossine Schrader 


In many one room schools it was traditional to hold a pie supper to help finance the school district and teacher 
plus it provided a community event for the entertainment of the area. These pie suppers were usually well attended 
and good way to involve the young people in meeting other area residents. A special home baked pie was put 
into a gaily decorated box. It was supposed to be a secret which pie belonged to which young woman. Young 
men hung around outside and in the background and tried to make a mental note which young woman brought 
which box. If a young man bought a pie it was to be eaten with the young woman after the it was sold. Usually 
a member of the school board was asked to be the auctioneer, or someone with the gift of gab. Sometimes the 
teacher provided entertainment such a skit or singing. There were also cake walks added for fathers to try to win 
a cake for the family to take home. Politicians took advantage of these events to drum up some votes with the 
adults present. 


One account of pie suppers in Perry County were recorded in 1946 when a young Perry County man, Edwin 
Schrader attended a pie supper at the Bigham School on October 2, and reported that their whole family and they 
had a big crowd attend. Edwin had a good time but didn’t buy a pie. One-week later Edwin attended a pie supper 
at Van Brunt School on October 9. “Wasn’t a real big crowd, but his sister got a prize for having the best decorated 
box.” Edwin was talked into buying his younger sister’s pie, as she was shy. Edwin said “Judge Horner from 
Pinckneyville was mingling with the crowd to seek votes for the fall election.” On October 27, a pie supper was 
held at Richmond School near Conant where there was a large. Edwin commented that the little grade school 
kids were playing Halloween pranks during the affair by soaping the windows on cars parked in the schoolyard. 
Edwin said that he did not get inside until the auction started (perhaps making a mental note of the pie box he 
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may wish to purchase?). On November 6, he drove sisters and a neighborhood teacher who knew the teacher at 
Eicholz School that year. There was an amusing put on by some “outsiders” it was told and it was hilarious. The 
crowd road with laughter and it was a pleasant event for those attending. Box suppers were sometimes substituted 
for the pie suppers to change the monotony and provided the evening meal for a lucky couple who ate it before 


going home. The school district gained some funds for the coming school year and some new friendships were 
formed.

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Kraft School alumni relive youth 


by Jan Sutter 


Forty years ago, several 
students at the old Kraft country 
school wrote a song for their 
teacher, Miss Ruth: 


“Fairwell Miss Ruth 
We’re sorry to see you leave 
This sad white schoolhouse; 

We’re ending this song, 
We'll remember you long 
In this small white schoolhouse.” 


Although many school children 
may write fond notes to their 
teachers, the students at Kraft 
School proved last Sunday that 
they did, indeed, remember their 
teacher, Miss Ruth Alexander. 

On a warm and windy day, they 
_ gathered at the farmstead of Ed- 
win and Flossine Schrader near 
Cutler to pay tribute to Miss Ruth, 
now 80 years old. As the afternoon 
blossomed, the laughter 
grew—and the memories were as 
clear as a spring pond. 

Irene Caupert Wirsing 
(Flossine’s twin) recalled the time 
when the children went ice skating 
- (without skates) and fell through 
the ice. Miss Ruth taped 
newspaper at one end of the room, 
- she related, so the girls could dry 
their clothes in privacy near the 
old coal stove. The boys, mean- 
while, were strictly forbidden to 
turn around in their seats. 


Dictum was observed 
While ‘‘the boys,” now grown, 
joshed about who might have peek- 
ed, there was little doubt that Miss 


Ruth’s dictum was observed. “‘We 
respected you,” said one of the 
men. “We were big enough to 
throw you in the coal shed but we 
didn’t even think about it.” 

There were other memories of 
kite-flying in the springtime; Miss 
Ruth remembered the day when 
the school superintendent walked 
in while she was on her hands and 
knees, making kites—“I was so 
embarrassed,” she laughed. 

None of the students had forgot- 
ten the old coal stove where they 
warmed their hands after walking 
to school in the bitter cold; 
Flossine Shrader recalled how the 
kids built a huge ice igloo one day 
and how mad she was when 
Clarence McCrary charged 
through it on his bicycle. 

But McCrary (now manager of 
the Perry County Farm Bureau) 
remembered summertime best 
and hearing the meadowlarks sing- 
ing just outside the school window. 
“There we were,’ he said, shaking 
his head, “penned up in school.” 
With a grip¢e,Fred Mayer (of 
Steeleville) added, ‘‘The best time 
was 4 p.m.” 


Prepared memory book 

One former student, Loriena 
Mayer Ebers, lives now in 
Steeleville and has 11 grand- 
children. In the school memory 
book, prepared for the occasion, 
she wrote: “It was like one. big 
happy family with Miss Ruth tak- 
ing care of us as if we were her 
own.

The old Kraft School, now at 
least 100 years old, has been moved 
from its location just off Route 154 
near the Jamestown cutoff and 
stands now in Cutler.

Lost Prairie Elementary School by Charles, Laura, Brian and Jill Baue 


Lost Prairie Elementary School was located about 10 miles west of Pinckneyville between Illinois 


Route 13 (Swanwick, IL) and Illinois Route 154 on Rose of Sharon Rd. just east of Lost Prairie Rd. 
The area was called Lost Prairie, thus the school name. 


One of my special memories as a student of Lost Prairie was playing softball with a couple of area 
schools, One was a one-room school, West Side/Blackjack, located northwest of Lost Prairie, and the 


other was a two room-school in Winkle, IL, just east of Swanwick. Blackjack used a Blackjack Oak 
tree for first base. 


The Lost Prairie teachers | had were Mae Brown, Dean Bauersachs, Nelda Robb and Donald Outten. 


Betore [ graduated in 1950, the school consolidated, possibly in 1947, and became Consolidated 
District 201 and then Consolidated District 205.

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MEMORIES OF SCHOOL DAYS AT MONTGOMERY 
by Frances Valier Milam 


Where to start, there are so many memories. I suppose the best place is at the beginning. 
In the fall of 1948 I left the safety and security of my parent's home and stepped out into 
the big academic world. It wasn't a very long walk from home to the schoolhouse. 
Although I don't have that many memories of my first grade, I do recall one incident. It 
was Halloween-time and we were having a party at school.-I'd seen enough scary faces to 
suit my liking so. decided it was time for me to head home. However, Mr. McClain, my 
firstgrade teacher, had other plans. 

I don't recall how close I got to home before he realized I was missing from school but he 
got into his car and came looking for me. I don't remember if he took me home and then 
back to school or if I was disciplined for running away from school. 


In 1949-50 I had Mr. Marion Webb as my second-grade teacher. He was a very 
handsome young man and he drove a Jeep. He would give us rides in his Jeep, driving 
around the schoolyard and crossing the small ditch in the north schoolyard. He also 
fixed a swing in a large tree that stood in the north yard of the school It has since been cut 
down but it was while being pushed very high in that swing that I became keenly aware 
that my feet were to be planted firmly on the ground.

Miss Anna Schradel was my third-grade teacher. This was the 1950-51 schoolyear. She 
was a good teacher and if she were working within the school system today she would be 
an art teacher. She taught us how to make molds using plaster-of-Paris. We made busts 
of Abraham Lincoln and George Washington. We also made molds for sailboats and then 
painted them with a very shiny paint. We girls were also taught to knit. She opened a 
door learning that we had never been exposed to before. 


Mr. Charles Robinson was my fourth-grade teacher. | really don't have many memories of 
him but I had great respect for all my teachers and held a great respect for him also. One 
incident with him I do recall involved his use of Sucrets. He smoked and I know now he 
used Sucrets 

to cover up that fact. I was very fascinated with the box they came in and also the fact 
that they were wrapped in silver paper. I knew it was wrong because I'd been taught not 
to steal, but I just couldn't resist the tempation. First thing I knew, one of those Sucrets 
was in my hand. But you know what, someone saw me take it and told Mr. Robinson. 
Probably saved me from a life of crime. That was the 1951-52 schoolyear. 


With the coming of the 1952-53 schoolyear, a wonderful woman came into the lives of we 
children attending Montgomery. Her name was Bertha Heape. She was a kind, gracious, 
loving woman whom I admired very much. She would be my teacher for the next three 
years. 

She had beautiful white hair. Used Avon handcream and often would wear a necklace 
that matched her dress. Often on Fridays we would have freetime. She would read us

books, or sometime in the winter we would make fudge. She made learning a very 
pleasant . 

experience. At the end of the 1954-55 schoolyear, knowing this was the last year school 
was to be held at Montgomery, she took each of us to her house to spend the night. 
Peggy Beckham, Carolyn Green and I went one night. She took us to the movies. Wow! 
What a treat. I went to Montgomery through the 7th grade. I completed the 8th orade 
at 

Benton Road School, graduating in 1956, along with Jack Fox. 


We enjoyed each holiday, Valentine's Day, Halloween, and Christmas, At Christmas 

we would decorate the tree with strings of popcorn only to come back the next day to find 
the mice also liked popcorn. Who provided the Christmas tree, I don't recall, but it was 
placed in an old bucket and filled with ashes from the driveway. A white sheet was 
wrapped around the base to cover up the bucket. Each of us became little "stars" as we 
were each given a "piece" 

for the program our parents came to witness. A wire was strung across the west area of 
the school and sheets provided the curtain from whence we could make a grand entrance. 
Oh what fun. I don't recall if we had gift exchanges or even if we received candy. We 
probably did, but I don't remember. 


Allin all, my school years were wonderful. Full of wonderful memories of time spent with 
fellow classmates and friends. Life was simple, times were good (this being seen through 
the eyes of a child) love abounded and always a loving home to return to at the end ofa 
busy day. 

What more could you ask for? Nothing.

RED BRUSH SCHOOL - Dist. #2 (there is no Dist. # 1) located in the extreme NE 
corner of Perry Co. About 5 or more original record books are on display NOW at 
the Rural Heritage Ag. Museum, Lots of interesting research can be gleaned from 
them which span from the 1908 - 09 school year to the closure of one room schools 
in 1945 - 46. 

In a short scan, I wrote down some of the last names of the early students 
which were BROWN, SMITH, BRIGHT, PITKIN, BARLOW, MARSDEN, TOLMAN, COOLEY, PATTERSON, 
HANSEN, HOLMES, CONNELL, CAMERON, DAILY, MILLER, JAYNES, MANNING, EMERSON, TIERSON, 
BURNS, HANSEN, TABOR etc. MONA EATON, TEACHER made a salary of $40 a month, as did 
the following teach J.P. GILMORE. A report of the condition of the achool building 
and property was supplied, as well as the no. of books in the library etc. It was 
noted that 43 trees were in thrifty condition on the school premises of the school 
AND school closed at the end of MARCH in those early years!!! In notes I took, I 
saw whereteacher, Maric Beli made a salary of $50 a month? (or was that for the year?) 


This area is now predominately a Polish settlement, but the first Polish names 
came about 5 yrs. later. The comments about the students progress, OR lack of pro- 
gress, are interesting to read, and you may want to visit the museum shortly and 
glean more notes than I did on my short visit on Sunday afternoon. 


I stumbled into this display on my stop last week to buy tickets for the JUNE 
2016 TEACTOR DRIVE - EVENING MEAL - ENTERTAINMENT coming up. Publicity is being 
put out about the event, and weather permitting should be a “must see" for anyone 
interested in Agriculture.

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Purdy School 

The Purdy School, formerly located in Perry County, IL., served as a one-room public school from about 1860 
until 1951 when the county schools were being consolidated. The Purdy School was named after Edwin Perkins 
Purdy who moved to “Old” Du Quoin about 180, where he and his wife, Kate (Porter) farmed, cut timber, and 
organized “singing schools” and “Sunday Schools” which were held in the on-room school. 

It continued to be used as a polling place and community center until 1981 when it was purchased by Harold 
and Ara Jean (Hartsock) Rice who made the school a gift to the John A Logan College Foundation for its use as 
an historic building in the Harrison-Bruce Historical Village. Edwin Burbank, the great-grandfather of Mrs. 
Harold Rice, donated the land to Perry County on which the schoolhouse was built, and four generations of 
Mrs. Rice’s family attended the Purdy School. This turn-of-the century school was moved to the John A. Logan 
Campus on September 16, 1983 and was restored through the generosity of the Julia Harrison Bruce Foundation 
to reflect an earlier tme. School children throughout southern Illinois can schedule and experience a one-room 
school session with vintage textbooks, slates and chalk, a recitation bench, a pot-bellied stove, and recess games 
that reflect an earlier time in school. 


An excerpt from the “100 years ago-Harking Back Section” of the Du Quoin Evening Call (circa 1917) stated: 
“There is to be a box social at the Purdy School. All who can are urged to come out for the social; all proceeds 
derived from the sale of the boxes are to be turned over to the Red Cross benefit. Miss Mary Gipson is the 
teacher at the Purdy School.”

RICHMOND ONE ROOM SCHOOL DAYS 
BY 


WILMA ENGELHARDT 


I lived about 4 mile from this school, so I walked to and from it-most of the 
time. When the weather was very rainy, and there was a chance the bottom land between our 
house and school would be under water, my Dad would hitch up his 2 horses and drive me to 
the school. A neighbor girl from a farther distance than I, one day fell into the watery 
stream and got wet! The folks who lived across the road from the school, loaned her some 
clothing so that she could attend school, while they dried her wet garments. 

The school was located in a very rural area, but not far away was another 
school located nearer Conant, Il. where a parochial school was attended by the Lutheran 
children. One year they had no Pastor/teacher, so they came to our public school. We en- 
joyed having the larger attendance. It did not last long as later they acquired a new 
Pastor/teacher. 

We had a big stove for heat in the Richmond School. The teacher was required 
to make the fire in it to keep us all warm, and maintain the upkeep of the room by sweeping 
and dusting etc. At Christmas time, some kind person donated a cedar tree for the school- 
room for the children to decorate for the season. If an icycle or piece of paper roping 
accidentally fell to the floor, we were allowed to keep that piece, rather than put it back 
on the tree. I salvaged a few pieces and tdok them home to put on my tree, which was a 
small cedar branch, attached to a window frame. (I never had a real Christmas tree until 
I was a married woman). In winter when snow covered the ground, we school children took to 
the little slope behind the school and went sleigh riding! I was an only child, and some 
of the children had sleds , and those who didn't asked their fathers to make them one out 
of wood. We kids really enjoyed that small hill when it snowed enough to go sleigh riding!! 

We had Riley Jenkins for a teacher one year. He and his wife Cleo, did not 
have children. He was a strict teacher, but a kind gentleman. He sometimes took 2 or 3 kid 
home with him, and we were treated to a movie, and slept at their house all night and return 
ed to school next day. What a good lunch his wife had in our dinner bu ckets the next day! 
He was strict on behavior, but good to us. Later we had a lady teacher, Beatrice Dial, who 
was not from our local area, but boarded at someone's home. The last year, our teacher was 
Vernon Martin from Cutler who taught us. By this time our school attendance had dropped to 
7 students. A couple students from the Lost Prairie Lutheran Parochial school came in order 
to receive their graduation certificate from 8th grade, which was required by the State of 
Tll. The teacher gave a prize to the first one to learn the multiplication tables. Wilma 
Englehardt was eager to win the prize by learning them first! This caused many tears from 
a boy schoolmate who wanted to be first badly. 

In those days, the outside toilets were places you could hide behind, or use 
a tree or two, to play hide & seek, a popular game to play at recess. Once during the schoo 
year, we had a pie supper to raise money for the school, to buy supplies, or books etc. 

Each girl student would bring a pie in a decorated box to be auctioned off by a member of 
the school board to an interested young man, who would bid to buy it. If successful, the 
couple would then sit and eat the pie together and once in a while it started a "friendship" 
No such thing as a school lunch program existed in those days. You bro't and ate for lunch 
whatever your mother sent with you in a tin bucket. Maybe a fried egg sandwich, or apple 
butter sandwich and a couple cookies or apple from a tree. That little one room school was 
the light of my life. I loved it!!! My parents would not permit me to go to High School 
and often one had to walk a long way to meet a bus somewhere in the rural areas. In my case 
I would have had to walk to the Conant, Il. store where my schoolmates met. In a short time 
I was asked to work out for people who wanted a hired girl, and that is how my teenage years 


. were spent. Working for people, not going to school. 


In that era, the country roads were not improved and were all dirt roads that 
became impassable in wet seasons during the "depression years". In the WW II era, gas & 
tires were rationed, forcing the school bus to stay on all weather roads. Some High School 
students were forced to find a room w/relatives or friends in town in order to attend and 
graduate to prepare for life as an adult, especially in the field of education or nursing. 
Not all parents could afford this added expense for their children.

One-reom school project 


I was born in 1924. | went to school at St. Mary Magdalen Catholic School at Todd's 
Mill, a small settlement north of Pinckneyville. It was a two-room schoo! with four 
grades in each room and our teachers were nuns. We went to church every day. 
Each room was heated with a wood stove. School started at 8:30 and let out at 3:00. 
Our classes included catechism, Bible history, arithmetic geography, reading, 
spelling, penmanship, history and civics. 


Mom would make three dresses for my sister, Dorothy, and me before the start of 
school. These dresses were expected to last us for the year, so we changed into old 
clothes as soon as we got home and we only got one pair of shoes for the year. We 
carried our books in satchels that Mom would make from blue denim. Molasses 
buckets are what we used to carry our lunch in. Lunch might consist of molasses 
sandwiches or home-cured bacon, if we were lucky. If we had cake left over from 
the weekend that would be an extra treat. 


After a day at school we then had a 1 % mile hike home. If the weather permitted ge 
would walk through the woods and field. Each year Dad would cut a path for us to 
follow and we would cross the creek on a log with a handrail that Dad had put on it 
so we could cross without falling into the creek. If the creek got thigh we had to 
walk the long way home which was closer to 4 miles. Some students who lived too 
far away would live at school during the week and only go home on weekends. 


Every morning before heading to school we would milk the cows, a job we repeated 
when we got home in the evening. We tried to get as much work done on Saturdays 
as we could so we didn’t have to do it all after we got home from school. We shelled 
boxes of corn for the chickens and Mom would feed them for us because the 
chickens would be ready to go to roost before we got home. We would cary wood to 
the back porch to use for the cooking and heating stoves for the week. Before the 
start of school in September we had to dig potatoes. We would put them in mounds 
and cover the layers with straw to protect them from the sun. Then when the 
weather started to turn cold we would carry them to the cellar to use du ring the 
winter. We would also be expected to strip sugar cane so Dad cold haul it to where 
it was made into molasses. 


1 don’t think I’d want to go back to living the way we did when | wasa kid. The way 
we lived then seems hard now but that is the way everyone lived so we didn’t think 
anything about it,

History of Du Quoin Seventh-day Adventist School 


Although there had been a Seventh-day Adventist church group in Du Quoin as early as 1879, it was not until 
1901 that an elementary day school was organized and operated in their newly built church at 517 South Jefferson 
Street. Miss Lena Fletcher was the teacher. In 1902 Miss Annie B. Durie taught at the same location. 


By 1903 the church members built a school in old “Advent Town” south of Du Quoin between the present 
highway and the Illinois Central Railroad. The building stood in the center of the square, now pastureland, on 
the south side of the east-west road which runs past the gas plant. This school was also a junior academy, teaching 
grades one through eleven. Professor Arthur G. Hoy was the first principal. 


About 1916 this property was sold and another elementary school built on South Washington street. By 1908 a 
wing was added and again there was the junior academy. That building is now the Nazarene Church. 


In 1923 when Washington Street became U. S. Highway 51 a new school location was contributed by W. W. 
Brayshaw on South Wells Street Road. There the church school and junior academy was built at the cross roads 
south of town. Professor Forrest Schoonard served as principal. 

When that building was destroyed by fire in 1947 the 25 pupils with their teacher, Mrs. May Lemmon, moved 
classes to a room of the Adventist Church on South Jefferson Street. The six academy students with Principal 
Barr made use of a small building in the 800 block of South Washington Street. 


By autumn of 1948 school was again in session at the old site on South Wells Street Road and Gas Plant Road 
where it continues to the present time (1964).* 


From this school, over a. period of more than sixty years, have gone forth with many who become business men 
and women besides doctors, nurses, dentists, teachers youth leaders, authors, chefs, missionaries, and secretaries.

in the Fall of the year we built leaf houses Up agamst the East side of a big tree we would 
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put a frame work of saplings and brush and then cover it with leaves, lots and lots of leaves. Of 
course some filtered through and this made a pretty cozy nest where we could eat our lunch 
during the chilly days that followed. Some times they were "Headquarters" during the war 
games. Thinking about it now; it is good thing that nobody smoked then. 

Just across the road and North of the School was a pretty steep drop off into the Little 
Beaucoup Creek Bottoms. At the top was a tree with a Wild Grape Vine growing up into it. We 
had cut the vine off at the base and it was a feat of daring do to run, grab the vine and swing out 
over the drop off and then back along side the tree. One time | must have run at that vine with too 
much angle because when | came back | hit the tree. Knocked me out. | came to before school 
took up again and we never told anyone about it because we would have probably been banned 
from swinging on that vine. 

On that same hill when it was Snowy we would get our home made sleds and slide down 
the hill. There was a Barbed Wire Fence at the bottom but we would lay back flat to go under that 
wire. One time Karl Queen didn't get down in time and got that bottom strand just under his chin. 
The sled went on but Karl stopped. Yeah, he survived and nobody get sued. 

In later years, when Teachers had cars, we would ocassionaly go on Field Trips. Some 
times to another School just to play ball. We must have won at Oak Grove because that is the 
only one | distinctly remember. Another time to the Du Quoin Evening Call. They had two Line-O- 
Type machines. Those things were really Hi-Tech in the 40s. 

In 1944 there were 3 of us graduated. My self, Arthur Taylor and Violet Huggins. Several 
Schools got together and held the cermonies in The Cudgetown Church. As | recall, one other 
School had 3 graduates. Some only had one. The one from Slauson was Opal Roberts who in 
later years was my Sister-in-Law.

1936 the teacher came down 
with the mumps.

Some arti- 
cles purchased for the school 
were: Paper (eighty-five cents), 
hectograph, Santa Claus suit, 
postage, construction material, 
letters of alphabet and play 
books. One pie social held 
brought $11.24.

He walked 
to school each day. If you walked 
on the road, it was a little further 
to school. 

George had a little trouble 
when he was in the first grade. 
He just couldn't catch on how to 
count. His first grade teacher 
(Mrs. Julie Lively) sat him on her 
knee and taught him this way: If 
your Dad had a plow-share to fix 
and another one here, how many 
plow-shares would he have to 
fix. When she explained it that 
way, he just took off from there 
with math. School records show 
he made good grades. 

One day when he was a little 
older, he failed to study his histo- 
ty lesson (he didn't like history). 
The teacher went down his row 
asking questions and when she 
came to him he didn't know the 
answer. She said, "Did you study 
your lesson?" He had to say no. 
She asked him why? George 
said, "I don't want to know what 
happened in the past, just what is 
happening now." She answered 
him this way: You may not care 
what happened in the past but I 
can tell you what you are going 
to do in the present - study your 
history lesson at recess. 

George and the boys in 
school would like to play ticks 
on the teacher. The teacher rode a 
horse to school and left it in the 
neighbor's barn until school was 
out. The boys would slip out to 
the bar and tie the teacher's pant 
legs up ma knot. (He wore an 
extra pair of pants to keep warm 
on the way to school.) The 
teacher had a peg leg but he 
could run faster than any of the

boys in school. When the teacher 
found what they had done, he 
just laughed. 2 

One day the teacher was 
going to whip a boy and he ran 
off so the teacher sent George 
and another boy after him to 
bring him back and they did. 

George took the eighth grade 
twice by choice. (His eighth 
grade graduation took place at 
the Union School with other stu- 
dents because he was the only 
one to graduate in his grade that 
year.) His Dad told him he wasn't 
going to loaf around home and 
he was too young to work then so 
he went back to school. High 
school was six miles away and 
too far to walk so he didn't attend 
high school. 

His dad (Roy) and grandfa- 
ther (George Quillman) and 
uncle (Elmer Quillman) were all 
welders and mechanics. George 
had been in the machine shop 
with his dad, grandfather and 
uncle ever since he could walk, 
so he wanted to go in business 
with them at the machine shop. 
They agreed and his first welder 
was the ACT welder. Except for 
the four years he spent in service 
welding on ships for his country 
in California, he was in the 
machine shop. In later years, he 
had a slogan on the front of his 
truck which read, "Let George 
Do It." He was really appreciated 
by his customers. He had to retire 
for health reasons. He mostly 
putters around in his shop now. 
He repairs his lawn mower and 
does small repair jobs for the 
family when health permits him 
to do so. 

Note: George's grandfather's 
(George Quillman) wife was 
Mary E. (Holbert) Quiilman. 
George's uncle's (Elmer 
Quillman) wife was Cora 
(Lively) Quillman. Story told by 
George Quillman, written and 
reported by Helen Mouglin for 
the Union School Community.

We played ball, Tug of War, 
Handy Over, and our teacher got us some ropes which we boys would take to the woods north of the 
school, throw them over the branches and tie them to another tree and swing across from tree to tree, 
turn loose and drop off! 


Mrs. Halstead was my favorite teacher. She was strict but was patient with us and understanding. 
One day | found a big black snake. When the bell rang for classes to resume, | caught the snake and put 
it in the girl’s toilet, hoping one of the girls would find it but guess what? Mrs. Halstead did! She came 
back in the school and said “Whoever put that snake in the toilet, please do not do it again.” She never 
found out who did it! 


We had pie suppers, where the girls decorated a box and usually brought pies and then they were 
auctioned off. | always bought June Issacs box. If Clinton Woodside showed at the suppers, you knew 
you would pay dearly for your purchase because he loved to run the bid up. 


My favorite time of school was when the teacher dismissed us and | could run home, get on my 
horse and take a ride.

WHEN GRANDMA WENT TO SCHOOL 


My Grandma often tells me tales of days long, long ago and how they used to knit and spin, and every 
girl could sew. 

But how I love to cuddle close, on her old worn footstool, and listen to her tell again, of when she went 
to school! 

The schoolhouse then was made of logs, and all the benches too; without a back to lean against, I 
wonder what I'd do? 

But they just had to sit up straight, and mind the teacher’s rule, or else they wore a big dunce cap, when 
Grandma went to school. 

They all used slated and pencils, too, or else a goose-guill pen, for buying tablets every week, was never 
heard of then. 

And when I talk of lunches, hot, she says with ridicule: “We used to have to eat ‘em cold, when I was 
sent to school.” 

She talks about the old “Three R’s” and how she learned them well, and she was sure when she was 
young, children were taught to spell. 

They had to mind and study, too, and had no time to fool, with what she call “new fangled things,” when 
Grandma went to school.

Winthrop School 
April 1954 
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Winthrop Grade School 1946-1954 


Winthrop Grade school was located approximately 3.5 miles east of highway 51 off Kimzey 
blacktop. 


We had to walk approximately % mile to school. When it was winter and the roads were snowy 
and icy, our dad would tie burlap sacks on our feet and help us walk to school. It didn’t matter if it was 
warm, cold, rainy or snowy we still had the walk. Back in those days one could walk that distant and not 
encounter a car but our parents still taught us the correct way to walk on the road. 


One of my favorite teachers was Mary Lou (Murry) Dauksch. | was in the second or third grade 
when she taught at Winthrop. She made learning so much fun. Mary Lou did projects along with learning, 
helping us to make items. She helped me make doll clothes, we made serving trays, did art work, and she 
had us bring apples, oranges, and bananas and she set up a ‘little store’ in one corner of the school house. 
It was a means of teaching us to make change etc. | remember one time she had all of us to bring different 
vegetables and had us to put them in a big pot on the old furnace and we made vegetable soup for our 
Junch. 


We had pie suppers where the girls would decorate a box and then bring a pie to the event. Some 
girls would bring fried chicken, sandwiches, chips etc. in their box instead of a pie. The guys would bid off 
the girl’s box that they wanted to eat with. There were times the girl was disappointed because the wrong 
boy would buy her box. Sometimes one would see tears! 


We had a coat room in the front of the school as you came in and that is where we hung our coats. 
We also had a large crock fountain in the coat room that we filled with water and we each had a drinking 
cup to get a drink of water when we were thirsty. 


Of course, we had the good ol’ outdoor toilets. The girl’s toilet was on the east side of the yard 
and the boys was on the west side. It was creepy as you entered because you wondered what you would 
see; a mouse, the dreaded spiders or my worst fear was a snake! Fortunately, | never saw a snake. 


During the summer months, the school yard would grow tall with grass and weeds. My dad 
usually mowed the yard with his tractor and mower the week before school started. The big grasshoppers 
were everywhere and they would hit the windows while we were in class. At recess, they sometimes 
jumped and landed on your clothes. When we had recess, we would play games outside. We played ball, 
Red Rover, jump rope, Handy Over (where you had teams on each side of the building and threw the ball 
over the school house), Hop Scotch and many other games. 


The school year of 1954-55 (the year after | graduated) may have been the last year Winthrop had 
school at the one room building because the country schools had consolidated and the new Consolidated 
208 school was built at the end of Hitt Road. The Winthrop school was sold at auction and my father, Ear! 
Thompson, bought the school and property and later tore the school down. 


| have many fond memories of attending classes in the one room school. Life was so much 
simpler. One could walk the country roads and not have a fear of being ‘picked’ up. The neighbors were 
all friendly and helpful to each other. We were “family”. It was a great life!

WITH THE FOLLOWING POWERS; 


First --Te purchase a sttitable book for their records, 

Seeond-—To allow the clerk a reascnable compensation for his 
services, paysble out of monéy not otherwise appropriated. 

Third—To dismiss a teacher foy inccmpetency, cruelty, negligence 
immorality or other sufficient cause. 

Fourth—To assign the pupils to the several schools in the dis- 
trict, admit non resident pupils if it can be done without prejudice te 
the richts of resident pupils; to fix rates of tuition, and to collect and 
pay the same to the township treasurer for the uge of the district. 

Fitth—Tc suspend or expel pupils guilty of gross disobedience 
or misconduct and no section shall he against them for such expulsion 
or suspens‘ort, 

Sixth—To provide that children under twelve years of age shall 
net be kept in school more than four hours daily. 

Seventh—To appropriate schoo] funds for the purpose of librar- 
ies and apparatus, after the provision has been made for the payment 
of all necessary schcol expenses.

CONTRACTS 

Several instances of teachers signing contracts with directors 
aid then bresking them have been called to my attention, Needless 
te say. if the directors are willing to release a teacher there is no 
criticism to make, but I consider the breaking of a contract to teach, 
whether oral or written, as unprofessional conduct and feel justified 
‘n yefusing to register the certificate of such a teacher. If a teacher 
breaks her contract she may be sued in any court of competent juris- 
diction. Please keep within the law. 

CERTIFICATES 

1. No certificate is valid for teaching unti] registered in the 
office of the county super ntendent of the county in which the holder 
desires to teach and for year beginning July 1, preceding the date 
of the service 

9. The ecunty superintendent is authorized to issue in an emer- 
eerncy, any kird of a county cer +ificate to an applicant furn'shing ev- 
idence of the prerequisites and qualifications for such certificate, It 
shall be designated on its face “Pmergeney,’’? and shall be valid only 
tc the next regular examfnation. 

2 An emergeney certificate shall be issued only to a perscn who 
has been engaged to teach, and shall not be issued a second time to 
the same person in the same year, except upon the written recom- 
mendation of the county superintendent, apprceved by the examining 
board. 

4. An applicant will not be considered for an emergency cer 
ffeate who has not attended H. S. for two or mcre years, oF its 
equivalent or has passed in at least fifty per cent.
